The  Assembly  Convention. 

Hon.  Frederick  Fish,  accompanied  by 
candidates  Martin,  Hine  and  Smith,  ar¬ 
rived  on  the  2.55  P.  M.  train  from  Nvw- 
urk,  to  attend  the  First  Assembly  District 
Republican  Convention,  on  Wednesday 
afternoon.  They  were  cordially  greet¬ 
ed  by  the  delegates  from  Belltwille,  Cald¬ 
well,  Franklin,  Montclair  find  Bloomfield. 
Promptly  at  the  appointed  hour  the  dele¬ 
gates  assembled  in  Dodd’s  Hall  on  Glen- 
wood  aVenue.  The  convention  was  called 
to  order  by  Dr.  Harry  E.  Richards,  who 
in  a  few  brief  remarks  stated  the  purposes 
of  the  meeting.  County  Engineer  James 
E.  Owen  was  chosen  chairman,  and  Mr. 
A.  C.  Studer,  of  the  Montclair  Tims,  sec¬ 
retary.  Delegates  Barrett  of  Bloomfield, 
and  Webster  of  Belleville,  were  appointed 
committee  on  rules.  The  committee 
were  absent  but  a  few  moments  when  they 
returned  with  a  list  of  rules  by  wlii.-h  Hie 
proceedings  of  the  convention  should  be 
governed.  The  re'port  was  read  by  dele¬ 
gate  Barrett,  and  adopted  by  the  conven¬ 
tion.  Nominations  being  next  in  order, 
Mr.  Webster  presented  the  name  of  Ed¬ 
ward  S.  Jackson  ;  Halsey  M.  Barrett  de¬ 
livered  a  preliminary  speech  which  wound 
up  with  the  name  of  Bloomfield’s  most, 
popu’&r  man.  Mr.  Thomas  McGowan.  The 
mention  of  Mr.  McGowan's  name  was  the 
signal  for  an  outburst! of  applause  from 
the  Caldwell,  Montclair  and  Bloomfield 
delegates.  On  the  informal 1  ballot.  Mr. 
McGowan  received  16  votes.  Jackson  6. 
On  the  first  regular  ballot  Caldwell  cast 
her  4  votes  for  McGowan,  which  left  Jack- 
son  with  4,  the  Belleville  delegates 
standing  firmly  by  their  man.*  The  chair-, 
man  then  announced  that  I  homas  .  Mc¬ 
Gowan  having  received  a  majority  of  votes 
was  duly  elected  candidate  for  Assembly 
in  the  First  Distiict.  The  announcement 
was  received  with  applausp.  4 

At  this  juncture  Dr.  Richards  arose  and 
suggested  that  the  Belleville  delegates 
move  to  make  the  nomination  unanimous. 
An  Animated  discussion  ensued  as  to 
Belleville's  right  to  Assembly  nomination, 
in  which  that  town’s  cause  was  champion¬ 
ed  by  delegate  James. VanRensselaer.  A 
committee  was  appointed  to  wait  on  Mr. 
McGowan,  and  inform  him  of  his  nomina¬ 
tion.  The  committee  goon  returned  ac¬ 
companied  by  the  candidate,  who  in  a  re¬ 
markably  effective  speech  thanked  the 
convention  for  the  honor  they  had  con¬ 
ferred  upon  him. 

Speeches  were  then  in  order  from  Sen¬ 
ator  Fish,  Messrs.  A.  F.  R.  Martin,  Ed¬ 
win  Hine  and  Samuel  Smith,  candidates 
on  the  county  ticket,  also  by  Mr.  Fred. 
H.  Pilch,  after  which  the  convention  ad¬ 
journed  with  three  hearty  cheers  for  the
